past three months on trial before Judge 
A. B. Anderson in the United Stateli 
sourt here in the "dynamite conspiracy" 
tases. 


Frank M. Ryan, president of the In- 


ternational Association of Bridge and 
Structural Iron Workers was among 
those convicted. 
He, with others, was 


charged with conspiring in the illegal 
transportation of dynamite, and accused 
of using the union's funds to destroy 
the property of contractors who refused 
to recognize the union.

Verdict- is Returned. 


The jury, which had had the case un- 


Jer consideration since 5 o'clock Thurs- 


day evening, returned its verdict to 
Judge A. B. Anderson in the federal 
court a few minutes after that tribunal 
convened at 9:30 o'clock this morning. 
It had been fully expected that a ver- 
dict would be reached today, and the 
densely packed little court room was a 
scene of feverish 
interest 
when the 


jurors began filing in to report their 
finding.

All those adjudged guilty were found

The jury was discharged and. court 


Monday at 
which'time sentences will be imposed.

remarkably calm, and in reply to inqui- 
ries declared that his wife and mother- 
in-law wer« so mean to him that he de- 
cided to kill both of them. He expresses 
no regrets over having committed tho 
double murder. During the morning he 
talked to several who. called to see him, 
and outwardly he suffers no remorse 
over his dastardly crime.

For years 
Ross McCulloch has seen and felt-the 
benefits of walking, and he is delighted 
over an. opportunity to: get out into the 
country and walk several miles. He, 
too, has a system of walking. He has 
a reuglar route which he takes on most 
occasions. His principal route is along 
the Lakeside dike and on the Nickel 
Plate 
railroad tracks. Early in the 


morning several times each week, Mr. 
McCulloch starts at the Columbia ave- 
nue bridge in Lakeside, and walks along 
the dike on the river shore to the Wal- 
ton avenue bridge. He then crosses over 
to the Kickel Plate tracks and walks 
back to tha city.

One should wear old clothing, and in 
cold weather a paper vest beneath a 
flannel shirt and a coat. No overcoat 
should be worn, as the eitra weight 
makes one tired and.also interferes with 
the swinging of the arms. Heavy shoes 
should only be worn when one walks 
over.rough or muddy ground.

History of the Famous Dynamite Con- 


spiracy Trial .. , 


Indianapolis,. Ind., Dec. 28.—It was a 


scene blended with tragedy that con- 
fronted those .who week after week sat 
through the 'historic "dynamite con- 
Bpiracy" trials. 


Now it was a baby crying from the 


rear of the court room, where the wives 
and children of the defendants sat; now 
it was the heavy voice of a man seated 
in the witness chair and defending-him- 
self agianst the charges of a nation- 
wide conspiracy, in - which officials of 
union labor were deeply' concerned. Wit- 
nesses from near 
and 
far came and 


went, but those -whose fate rested with 
the jury remained tuere, listening to the 
accusations 
and 
to the oft-repeated 


story of the killing of 21 people in the 
Los Angeles "Times7' explosion. 


The cotirt room itself seemed a fit- 


ting setting for-that sombre story. Sur- 
rounded by great marble pillars, with 
the daylight shut out by heavy cnrteins 
and the judge installed before an alle- 
gorical painting of justice, that court 
room day after day echoed the stories 
of violence, of the discovery of burnt 


as "a man who could not be trusted 
by any one." . It was Hockin who was 
named as having promoted the dynamit- 
ing business; it was Hockin who was 
accused of "holding-^out"-on the pay 
of the dynamiters; it was he who.was 
said to have caused a quarrel in the 
ranks of the McNamaras and McMani- 
gal, and it was he who was finally 
charged with" "betraying for his own 
gain" those with whom he was affili- 
ated in the iron workers' union. 


Gray-haired and-old beyond his years 


sat Frank M. Ryan, president of the 
Iron Workers' 
union, 
by virtue .of 


which office he was a leader in national 
labor circles, with a seat in the conn- 
cils of the American Federation of La- 
bor. 


McManigal, the self confessed dyna- 


miter, for weeks occupied the witness 
stand, relating, calmly, decisively anc 


, without any apparent concern for him-

of violence seldom 


iqualled. 


And what were thes antecedents of 


;uit cases on trains, or as having enter- 
ed into a conspiracy. This indicated, in 
District Attorney Charles W. Miller's 
opinion the necessity for a grand jury 
investigation. Indianapolis was the head- 
quarters of John J. McXamara, .secre- 
tary of the Iron Workers' union, and 
the point at which, it was charged, the 
conspiracy, was entered Into and from 
which the explosives were carried. 


Another coincidence was that the trial 


began on October 1, 1912, the second 
anniversary of the "Times" explosion. 
The federal grand jury, after' several 
months' investigation, returned indict- 
ments against 54 union.labor officials. 
Before the defense began its. case this 
number had be'en reduced to 41 on ac- 
count of various eliminations. 


As a motive. for the crimes charged 


the government referred to the strike 
against employers of non-union 
labor, 


consisting of bridge, viaduct and build- 
ing 
contractors 
who maintained an 


"open shop" policy, 
employing -work- 


men regardless of whether they belonged

evidence relative to explosions 


might be offered as showing • si motive. 
The testimony was that-the destruction 
of the "Times" building was not strictly 
apart of the : campaign against non- 
union iron and steel work, but was done 
in an effort to unionize various trades 
In Los Angeles.

That a man 
could deliberately buy (500 pounds of 
high explosive with the purpose only 
of destroying property gave unusuiil 
zest to that purt of the story. 


Unrestricted by the court, the gov- 


ernment went into every available detail 
of James B. McNamnra'a activity on 
the Pacific co;iet which was considered 
essential to the charges here. The dyna- 
miter's arrival in San Francisco, after 
he left his brother's office in Indianapo- 
lis in July, 1910, his accompanying Mc- 
Manignl as far «s Chicago, his sending 
hack to McMiinignl a postcard giving 
him greetings from the far west, and 
saying, "The best of friends must part;" 
the dynamiter's wanderings about San 
Francisco, his meeting with Clancy in 
Seattle, his "taking lessons" from an 
electrical expert in Seattle in how to set 
off n bomb by n spark instead of by a 
fuse, his causing an explosion in Seattle, 
and his return to San Francisco prepara- 
tory to going to Los Angeles, were all 
traced. 


A woman in San Francisco who rent- 


ed a room to McNamnra, a woman who 
rented a room to Schmidt, and another 
woman rfiend of Caplan, telephone op- 
erators who connected McNamara with 
the powder company which sold him 
the nitrogelatine, the men from whom 
he, Schmidt,--. and Caplan rented the 
launch used to--carry 
the explosive; 


a clerk who sold the aluminum letters
